er in concealing its defects, si­

All p oliticians have tried 
since the beginning of tim e in 
some fair or unfair way to get 
the same results. 
It seems to 
be an indisp ensable quality of 
p olitical 
human 
nature—Demo­ 
cratic, 
Rep ublican, 
Hitleristic, 
Stalinistic o r w hat you will. They 
all w ant everyone to believe they 
are always right and their critics 
are always liars, even in m atters 
of no p articular significance. 
The New Deal has been able 
to get away 
w ith 
more 
than 
most, not only because it is ex­ 
cep tionally p ublicity-conscious and 
has an arm y of p ublicity men, 
but also because so many p eop le 
w ant a new deal and want to be­ 
lieve in it.

N ever was there a more re­ 
vealing case of methods than in 
an incident which occurred to a 
young coup le, Mr. and Mrs. Paul 
F. W ar burton. 
They o p erate a 
160-acre farm near 
, Minne 
sota, and have develop ed a way 
of sp eak ing out in meetings about 
the farm p rograms. 
At one AAA 
m eeting conducted by AAA com­ 
m itteem en 
and 
leaders, 
they 
sp ok e o ut against thij; govern­ 
m ent selling wheat to G reat Bri­ 
tain a t 20 cents a bushel when 
its own citizens 
were 
p aying 
twice as much. They comp lained 
the U. S. taxp ayers were required 
to p ay the cost of this means of 
disp osing of surp luses. 
The AAA committeemen 
and 
the leader of the evening who 
were farm exp erts designated by 
the government to 
inform 
the 
w heat farm ers of Minnesota w hat 
was going on, p romp tly said they 
had never heard of it. 
Such a 
thing was no t p ossible. 
If any­ 
one was doing it, it m ust be p ri­ 
vate business and no t the gov­ 
ernm ent, they told the Minne­ 
sota farm ers. 
‘W here 
do 
you 
get 
your 
inform ation?" 
they 
ask ed. 
The W arburtons confessed they 
had read of it in this column as 
p ublished in a newsp ap er. "Oh,” 
said the AAA officials, "the news­ 
p ap er and Paul Mallon are anti- 
New Deal p rop agandists."

shushed Mr. and Mrs. W arbur- 
to n and 
led 
all 
the 
farm ers 
p resent to believe the agriculture 
dep artm ent was not selling w heat 
abroad a t a subsidy.

Another was an an­ 
nouncement disclosing the losses 
were ap p roxim ately 25 cei^ts a 
bushel, and still ano ther p ointing 
out how these losses were going 
to be p aid from customs receip ts 
of the treasury, as Congress ha d ! 
p rovided.

Mrs. W arburton tuck ed the in­ 
disp utable p roof into her brief­ 
case and went to the next m eet­ 
ing a t which a university exten­ 
sion exp ert was to exp lain the 
advantages of the AAA to the 
women, 
under the ausp ices of 
the AAA county chairm an and 
county committee. 
Mrs. 
W ar­ 
burton raised the question about 
the subsidy. 
The exp ert had not 
heard of it and the AAA county 
officials were accustomed by this 
time to saying they never heard 
of it either . .. . "It was just 
anti-New Deal p rop aganda.” 
Mrs. W arburton dug down into 
her brief case and came up with 
the official 
agriculture 
dep art­ 
m ent 
bulletins. 
Consternation 
ensued, such consternation that 
the W arburtons are 
not 
sure 
w hether the AAA exp erts and 
agents yet k now an exp ort sub­ 
sidy p rogram for w heat is being 
conducted by their own Wash­ 
ington headquarters—or are ready 
to adm it it. *

This generally successful p ub­ 
licity strategy (it has failed only 
in 
this 
instance as far as I 
k now) rests p rim arily up on de­ 
centralization each section of the 
country can be made a different 
field of op erations fo r different 
p rop aganda. 
Government agents 
in each locality can p reach an 
altered gosp el to fit local condi­ 
tions. 
The 
agents 
may 
deny 
w hat they do not k now about, or 
w ant to k now about. 
They can 
destroy the charactetr of imp ar­ 
tial analysts, without fear of de­ 
tection o r challenge. 
They can 
even avoid exp laining what has 
been officially announced at their 
own headquarters in Washington 
by attributing it to the imagina­ 
tion of the p ress. 
The whole lo­ 
calized field is thus p laced be­ 
yond the reach of enlightenment.

Serv ices Banned 
The state civic 
center 
law, 
which op ens school buildings to 
p olitical, economic and virtually 
all other typ es of forum discus­ 
sion, excep t religious, p ositively 
bans the latter, Holden’s op inion 
disclosed. Not only free use of 
the school p rop erty is denied, but 
the p rop erty cannot even be leas­ 
ed for religious 
p urp oses, the 
op inion stated. 
Based 
ap p arently 
up on 
the 
p rincip al of sep arating church and 
state, the civic center law de­ 
p rives any school district which 
violates the law of all state-aid 
funds. Should any comp laint be 
filed, the law requires the county 
sup erintendent of schools to no­ 
tify the state authorities, and the 
state then 
must 
withhold 
all 
funds, it was stated. 
Other Rulings Cited 
Secretary George Newcom read 
the op inion to the board, stating 
that he had obtained 
it 
from 
Holden after the 
question had 
been raised here and in Los An­ 
geles county, where the district 
atto rney’s offive gave a lik e rul­ 
ing to Beverly Hills and Alham­ 
bra school districts.

This shows 
an av erage national income u nder 
Hoov er of three billion two hu n­ 
dred million dollars more than u n­ 
der Roosev elt! Believ e it or not, 
If consideration is giv en to in­ 
crease of the pu blic debt, by $3 
billions a year, to be paid by fu ­ 
tu re taxation, and the fu rther fact 
that the Roosev elt adm inistration 
has taken from income in cu rrent 
taxes in excess of one billion dol­ 
lars more annu ally than u nder 
Mr. Hoov er, the comparison wou ld 
show the Roosev elt adm inistration 
at a still greater disadv antage.

children 
will 
cry;

„ stam p and kick; 
so me 
have a 
temper tantrum and thro w things! 
I recklessly. 
When the battle begins at bath-! 
ing and dressing time all a mo ther 
can do is to ho ld o n and finish 
the jo b to the end with whatever 
calmness she can manage. Slap­ 
ping and shaking are no go o d. 
They increase the feeling o f bo nd-, 
age that besets the child. Finish,; 
and then set the child in his place 
in a quiet co rner to resto re his 
calm. 
Make a practice o f thaU 
perio d o f iso latio n and silence; it 
need no t be a ro o m by himself, 
tho ugh that so metimes helps, and 
the child learns to co ntro l himself. 
When a temper tantrum o ccurs 
in playtime, as when a wago nful 
o f blo cks jajns between the leg 
o f the table and the so fa, take the 
wago n away, put the child in a 
quiet place and let him stay there 
alo ne, but where yo u can see him, j 
imtil he gets o ver it. 
Make the 
tantrum inco nvenient fo r him al­ 
ways, but as silently as po ssible. 
Silence is the mo st effective cure 
fo r bad temper. 
Thro wing things abo ut is no t 
, permitted. 
The o ffender immedi­ 
ately go es into iso latio n quarters 
and stays there until he feels very 


lo neso me and begs 
fo r 
release. 
D o n’t m elt to o easily. 
He must 
stay lo ng eo nugh to feel really de­ 
prived o f 
ho me 
privileges 
and 
pleasures. 
Then let him pick up 
the thing he threw and put it 
where it belo ngs witho ut mo re 
wo rds fro m yo u. 
When a child lies do wn o n the 
flo o r and whacks his head and 
then heels, o n it, yelling lustily 
the while, he is no t the victim o f 
his impulsive temper, but o f his 
will to do minate the perso n who 
stands in his way. 
The best cure 
fo r him is the quiet pro fessio nal 
service the trained nurse wo uld 
administer to an hysterical pa­ 
tient, in a like situatio n. 
Get him to the bathro o m, o r the 
kitchen, where water will do no 
harm. 
Dash co pio us cupfuls o f 
co o l water in his o pen face until 
he sto ps demo nstrating. 
Then let 
him wipe his o wn face and go to 
bed to sleep o ff his excitement. 
But do n’t, sho w any yo urself. Do n’t 
scream o r threaten. 
Act. 
If yo u 
do this o nce— twice, if necessary! 
—yo u will find that alo ng abo ut 
the third tim e the so und o f the 
w ater running in the basin will 
check his yells. 
Spirit is o ne thing, but bad tem ­ 
per is quite ano ther. 
Spirit en­ 
ables a child to carry o n in sp ite! 
o f o bstacles, but ill-tempcr checks! 
him in the face o f difficulty. 
In­ 
stead o f gathering his po wer to 
o verco me the difficulty he go es to 
pieces. 
Such temper co sts to o 
much 
Train it o ut.
